School Tests 
Are Completed 


A testing program to determine the 
grade standings has just been complet- 
ed at Cornell School. The results bear 
out the well recognized fact according 
to Kenneth Glines, principal, that a 
group of pupils have not necessarily 
reached the same level of achievement 
even though they may be in the same 
class and haye approximately equal 
mental maturity. He named _deter- 
rent factors in attainment as frequent 
moving from place to place, language 
difficulties, sickness and physical hand- 
icaps, z 

This test is similar to those given 
thousands of children in other schools 
and the object is to determine aver- 
ages of attainments. The results found 
enable the teachers to analyze what 
part of the pupil’s work needs speciai 
coaching or where remedial work is 
necessary. 

For example, Glines pointed out, it 
may be discovered that a pupil can 
tasily recognize words in groups. Spec- 
ial work is then in order to improve 
his reading ability. Other subject mat- 
ter is approached in a similar way. 
In large classes, difficulties’ are more 
easily identified through the use of 
standardized tests. Many failures may 
thus be avoided of the misunderstand- 
ing is discovered and corrected before 
they get too great a hold on the child.
